DIARY MAY 


BE READ IN MURDER CASE 


From beyond the grave. the word: 
of Anthony Speros’s slain wife may 
be summoned: up today or tomor- 
row to testify at his murder trial. 

Dep, Dist.-Atty. Ferguson yester- 
day announced that he Intends to 
introduce a portion af her diary into 
the record. 

DIARY TELLS OF THREAT 

Spercs, 34 years of age, is charged 
with killing his wife and mother- 
in-law Jast New Year's Eve. Fergu- 
son sald one excerpt from the 
diary reads: 

“Came first at 7:45 p.m. Left 
8:15 p.m. Said he had job out of 
State. Drank gin in meantime. 
Said hé could have murdered me 
at any time without anyone know- 
ing.” 

The diary, Ferguson said, will 
corroborate the prosecution theory 
that Speros repeatedly had threat- 
ened to Kill the two women because 
of a disagreement over the custody 
of a 4-months-old daughter, 

CONFESSIONS ASSERTED 

Meanwhile at yesterday’s session! 
in the court of Superior Judge 
Agecler admissions of guilt asserted-| 
ly made by Speros were read into! 
the record by prosecution witnesses. 

The witnesses were O. H, Cloud,, 
F. W. Goddard and Roy Enrnst,, 
leputy sheriffs, who investigated the 
double slaying which occurred at} 
3427 Michigan avanue. The officers 
asserted that when they interviewed 
the defendant at the General Hos- 
pital where he was being treated 
for what the officers believed was a 
self-inflicted bullet. wound Speros 
admitted killing first his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Astrid Cale, and then 
shooting his wife Imogene, 24, when 
she entered the room at the sound 
of gunfire, and screamed. 

The officers also nainted out that 





telephone wires to the home had 
been cut, apparently by the defend- 
ant before he entered, to preclude 
any communication with the house 
during the shooting. 

Dr, Charles Cale, husband of the 
elder victim, testified that he be- 
came concerned about his wife when 
he called the Speros home and the 
phone appeared to be out of order. 
He said he rushed to the residence 
immediately and found the two 
women dead and Speros lying beside 
them serlously wounded, a gun near 
his hand. 
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
